Jack Mulhall — Burn-em Up Barnes — The Clutching Hand 


SERIAL WORLD INTERVIEWS 


JACK MULHALL 


By Greg Jackson Jr. 


It's not every day that you meet a fascinating gentleman 
like Jack Mulhall. How many actors can describe firsthand 
the earliest days of the silent movie? Well, not only was Jack 
a major star in those days, but in the era of the talkies he was 
featured in 13 serials MYSTERY SQUADRON, THE 
THREE MUSKETEERS, BURN “ЕМ UP BARNES, THE 
CLUTCHING HAND, CUSTER'S LAST STAND, 
UNDERSEA KINGDOM, RADIO PATROL, TIM 
TYLER'S LUCK, FLASH GORDON’S TRIP ТО MARS, 
BUCK ROGERS, MYSTERIOUS DR. SATAN, ADVEN- 
TURES OF CAPTAIN MARVEL, AND DICK TRACY VS. 
CRIME, INC. The still handsome 87-year old actor, who 
looks and acts many years younger than his real age, was kind 
enough to give me the following interview for SERIAL 
WORLD: 

Q: Where were you born? 

A: Up in the Hudson River Valley in a little hamlet called 
Wappinger Falls, New York came John Joseph Francis 
Mulhall, known as Jack Mulhall, on October 7, 1887. 

Q: You look great! You sure don't look 87. 

A: Thank you. I wish my wife, of whom I’ve been married 
for 53 years, could hear that. I played the lead opposite Nor- 
ma Talmadge in WITHIN THE LAW, a picture based on a 
well known play. Well, we were just married a few days and 
Norma says, “1 give those two about six months.” Fifty-three 
years later I’m being interviewed by a dashing young jour- 
nalist. 

Q: How did you get into movies? 

A: I started back around the latter part of 1910 when I 
finished with Ned Weyburne in the largest vaudeville act at 
that time — 50 people — and we closed at Atlantic City. Well, 
anyway, I finally got into a picture called HARD CASH. It 
paid $5.00 a day and your lunch. 

Q: When did you leave the East Coast? 

A: I came to California in 1914 with Biograph's THE RE- 
JUVENATION OF AUNT MARY for $25.00 a week and 
$14.00 a week expense money. 

Q: But later on when actors' names finally did get billing 
and you became a big star, I bet you made a lot more than 
$25.00 a week. 

A: I had a guarantee with First National for $3,500 a week. 

Q: You were lucky that when talkies became popular, you 
had a good voice and had no problem switching from silents 
to talkies. 

A: One thing I’m very happy about is that in 1929, when I 
was under contract to Warner Brothers, I made the first dual 
talking picture ever made; I had both speaking parts. It was 
called DARK STREETS... 

Q: Although I'd like to ask you about your sound serials, I 
am aware that you made many silent serials too. 

A: After I'd finished a contract with Joe Schenck, I was on 
my way to free lance and Eddie Small, my manager, said, 
“Tve got something great for you, Jack. You're going to do a 
picture for Pathe; it's a serial.” “Оп по,” I said, ‘‘Don’t give 
me any more serials. I’m just recovering from that last serial 
that I made; I'm calloused all over now. Another thing, why 
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An outstanding silent film star and т later years а 
¥ great character actor, Jack Mulhall did it all... Greg 
Jackson Jr., shares this fine interview with SERIAL 
WORLD readers. 
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Constance Talmadge, Ше leading stars of our day? Financial- 
ly, it wouldn't be good for me.” “Oh,” he said, “Уош те one 
of those 'arty' actors who would die for his art — it's not how 
much you make at the end of the year,” I said, “I happen to 
be Irish and my mother came from Scotland. The Scotch is 
overcoming me — when do I start and what's the salary?" 

Q: You made your earliest sound serials with Mascot 
Studios which was run by Nat Levine. Did you ever meet 
him? 

A: Oh, I knew him real well — like the back of my hand. 

Q: What kind of a guy was he? 

A: He was just wonderful. We got along just splendidly. I 
always got along with the boss because I always found it was 
good politics. 

Q: How was he with budgets? 

A: Nat didn't waste any money. But he wasn't cheap. He 
had his men to check that and they were very good checkers, 
by the way. I never went into very much of the financing. I 
always went on a theory: I didn't care much about a dressing 
room or things like that. I used to say, ‘Ном many weeks is 
this picture and are the weeks consecutive?" They used to 
work you 4 weeks and lay you off 3 weeks and then call you 
back another 3 weeks — by that time, you've eaten all the 
profits. But if you get consecutive weeks, you get a chance to 
do something. Who had the biggest part? I didn't give a darn. 
I was really commercial when I started because, after all, 
you're in it to get the most out of it you can. 

Q: You did THE THREE MUSKETEERS for Mascot. 

A: Yes, with John Wayne. He has my pictures in his book. 

Q: How was John Wayne then? 

A: He was a wonderful, wonderful fellow. We were down 
in Yuma, Arizona and had a lot of fun with that serial. 

Q: And the sons of three famous actors were in that too: 
Francis X. Bushman, Jr., Noah Beery, Jr., and Creighton 
Chaney, who later called himself Lon Chaney, Jr. 

A: That's right. I worked with Lon Chaney in 1916 and 
then with Lon Chaney, Jr. when he began. 

: Do you know why they called it THE THREE 
MUSKETEERS and then made it a Foreign Legion serial? 

A: Like you and I are pals and another pal — we're all for 
one and one for all. So we were three friends who were willing 
to sacrifice for each other; we were musketeers. It's very com- 
plimentary.

Q: One of the two directors of BURN 'EM UP BARNES 
was Armand Schaefer. Do you remember him? 

A: Oh yes, Manny Schaefer. He always told everybody that 
he worked as an extra on the first picture he ever worked in 
his Ше. He was a great fellow but he'd get you killed too. 

Q: You mean he tried to make you do dangerous stunts? 

A: Yeah and you did them before you knew what the hell 
they were all about. 

Q: Then you did THE CLUTCHING HAND. 

A: Yeah, that was a good one. I played Craig Kennedy, the 
detective. Ruth Mix was in it. She was the daughter of Tom 
Mix. 

Q: In CUSTER'S LAST STAND you played Lt. Cook. 

A: Elmer Clifton was the director. He was one of D.W. 
Griffith's finds. 

Q: Where did you film CUSTER'S LAST STAND? 

A: We made most of it up in Calabasas. We had to work 
late at night because of a short bankroll. We had an incident 
in CUSTER'S LAST STAND. In the battle out there at 
Calabasas, we had all of these Indians from the Riverside 
Mission and they were ‘‘partaking of the рапаКег” — drink- 
ing. Well, when they got in there and shot things around my 
ears, you should have seen Lt. Cook die; I died right away — 
I didn't want to get an ear blown off. 

Q: TIM TYLER'S LUCK was directed by Ford Beebe and 
Wyndham Gittens. 

A: Frankie Thomas played the lead in TIM TYLER'S 
LUCK. 

Q: I talked to him two days ago. 

A: Did you? Oh what a lovely fellow. 

Q: He said the same about you. He mentioned that when he 
sees you once in а while, you'll salute him and say, ‘‘Sgt. 
Gates reporting." 

A: Yes, I always do when I meet him on the boulevard. You 
know, Frankie's father is a very fine actor. 

Q: So is his mother. 

A: Yes, it runs in the family; it comes naturally with them. 

О: Tim Tyler's father was played by Al Shean, a famous 
comedian. 

A: Yes of Gallagher and Shean. I was in “Кеп Murray's 
Blackouts” at the El Capitan Theater and Al Shean and I 
dressed together. We used to do a thing called a “Бей in the 
back," an act that Eddie Cantor created in New York years 
ago at the Follies. 

Q: Did you have to do any dangerous stunts in TIM 
TYLER'S LUCK? 

A: Wyndham Gittens was not only the director on that, he 
was a writer too. We had a scene up at Suicide Rock — that's 
up in Chatsworth. The scene called for Billy Benedict and me 


to come up to this rock and I was supposed to rear my horse 
up at the rock and then turn and ride away like mad. Well, the 
rock is like Gibraltar; straight down. Gittens said, “Кеаг the 
horse up there.” Very quietly I said, ““Тһаї?з not the Rock of 
Gibraltar and that's not the Mediterranean down there; that's 
all solid rock. You writers!" I could do it but I was taking a 
hell of a chance since he got me right up to the edge. You see, 
Gittens didn't have any understanding of that sort of thing. 
He had the writer's view. No matter where it is, in the theater 
or anything, if you kill the actors, you haven't any show. 

Q: You were also in FLASH GORDON'S TRIP TO 
MARS. 

А: Yes, with Buster Crabbe. I was captain of the ship. ГИ 
never forget I had the wheel of this mysterious ship that we 
were flying and the director was shouting how I should turn 
the wheel and the whole apparatus came off on my hand. I 
just took the wheel and said, ‘‘You can all glide in." I made 
an exit and walked right out and let the ship fly without 
anything at all. The director and the trips and everybody was 
lying on the floor and they died laughing. I wasn't stuck, you 
know, I just exited — what the hell, I got off. 

Q: What did you do between scenes in a serial? 

A: Oh, we'd kid around and drink coffee or go over 
dialogue. Some of the fellows would probably play cards and 
pick up where they left off two hours before. 

Q: Did you learn your lines the night before or right before 
a scene? 

A: I don't know. I always tried to have them when I got on 
the set. I wonder sometimes how I did it. They want you to 
know your lines when you come on the set and no back talk. 

Q: From all the serials you made, which was your favorite? 

A: I enjoyed them all but I enjoyed most THE CLUT- 
CHING HAND and BURN 'EM UP BARNES. 

Q: Did you ever see any of your serials at a Saturday 
matinee at a theater? 

A: I saw most of them in a projection room of the studio. 
Once I was playing Detroit in the theater and the manager 
says, “Jack, would you do me a favor? Come over today. 
We're running a serial.” I think it was TIM TYLER'S LUCK 
and I went over and the kids were wonderful; it was great. 

Q: If you had to compare Mascot, Universal, and 
Republic, who do you think produced the best serials? 

А: Oh, I liked them all. I couldn't say who was best. As far 
as I’m concerned, they were all alike; just a wonderful lot of 
people. 

Q: How did you feel about making serials as compared to 
** A?! pictures? 

A: You didn't waste any time on arty things — I mean the 
lapel, the coat, the tie, etc. You were lucky to have the same 


shirt you went in with when you came out of a scene. And Ше play а tough guy. But Ше essence of all this business and all

Ryder" — Republic 1940 is now a real life hero. L.A. 
Times Feb. 2, 1975. 


Donald (Red) Barry, once the Red Ryder of movies, got in- 
volved in a real-life cops and robbers chase and captured a 
young purse snatcher who had eluded police, authorities said 
Saturday. 

Investigators said the youth, cornered by the gun-toting 
55-year-old Barry, was one of four teen-agers who accosted 
three women and grabbed their purses in three different San 
Fernando Valley shopping centers Friday night and fled in a 
stolen car. 

Police chased the quartet south on the Hollywood Freeway 
from the Valley Plaza shopping center to a North Hollywood 
residential neighborhood where the youths' car blew a tire. 


Police captured three of them and searched about 90 9 


minutes, aided by an air unit, tor the fourth before abandon- 
ing the hunt. 

Shortly afterward, Barry's wife saw the youth running 
down the street and told her husband, who grabbed his pistol 
and gave chase in his pajamas, robe and slippers, police said. 

Barry finally cornered the 16-year-old and held him until 
authorities arrived. 

Barry said afterward he did not see himself as a hero. **This 
area is very conscientious when it comes to this type of 
thing," he said. “Меп something like this happens in our 
neighborhood we are going to get involved. I went out to 
catch him and I caught him.” 

The four youths were booked on suspicion of robbery.

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THE GREAT SERIAL VILLAINS

Villain Ming (Charles Middleton). 


During the thirties, forties, and fifties, kids all over the 
country hurried to their neighborhood theatres to follow the 
adventures of their favorite serial heroes. But where would 
these serial heroes have been if it weren't for the dastardly 
crimes perpetrated by such villains as The Lame One, Ming 
the Merciless, The Purple Monster or countless others who 
menaced the heroes and heroines of the serial screen. 

Probably the best known characterization of a serial villain 
is Charles Middleton's role of Ming the Merciless in the three 
Flash Gordon serials. Middleton was born October 3, 1879 in 
Elizabethtown, Kentucky. He came to Hollywood in the 
twenties and appeared in silent films. During the thirties, he 
was as working regularly in pictures, usually as the villain. 
Middleton appeared in **Hopalong Cassidy Enters,” the first 
of the great Hoppy series, as well as many other westerns. The 
menacing Middleton appeared as Zarnoff in the Tom Mix 
serial, “Тһе Miracle Rider," and as Ming in ‘‘Flash 
Gordon," **Flash Gordon's Trip to Mars" and “Flash Gor- 
don Conquers the Universe.”

The third and final Flash Gordon Serial “Conquers the Universe" Carol Hughes — Buster Crabbe and Ace

the Red Circle” and as Cassib in ‘‘Perils of Nyoka.” Mid- 
dleton later appeared in smaller roles in **Batman," ‘‘Black 
Arrow,” “Who's Guilty?" and “Jack Armstrong.” He died 
on April 22, 1949. 

Roy Barcroft's career as a serial villain began with a bit 
part in “Dick Tracy” in 1937. His last serial role was that of a 
sheriff in **Man With the Steel Whip" in 1954. During the 17 
years in-between, but more specifically the years from 1944 to 
1951, Barcroft gave some of the best villainous portrayals 
ever seen in serials. It is impossible to imagine anyone else in 
the roles of Captain Mephisto or The Purple Monster. The 
role of Mephisto, from ‘‘Manhunt of Mystery Island," was 
Barcroft's favorite and was his second major serial role 
following his portrayal of the villainous Kane in ‘‘Haunted 
Harbor." ‘‘The Purple Monster Strikes" followed 
*Manhunt of Mystery Island" had firmly established Bar- 
croft as the leading serial villain of the mid-forties. After a

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returned to his evil ways in such serials as “Daughter of Don 
Q,” “боп of Zorro,” “Jesse James Rides Again," **G-Men 
Never Forget," “Federal Agents Vs. Underworld, Inc." 
“Ghost of Zorro," ‘‘Desperadoes of the West," “Ооп 
Daredevil Rides Again” and ‘‘Radar Men From the Moon." 
In addition to the above, Barcroft appeared as the villain in 
well over 100 B-westerns. Roy Barcroft died on November 28, 
1969. 

Anthony Warde appeared in 23 serials between 1937 and 
1950. His best and most famous serial role was that of Killer 
Kane in ‘‘Buck Rogers” in 1939 although his screen time was 
somewhat less than in **The Masked Магуе!.” Warde’s first 
serial role, naturally as villain, was in ‘Тіт Tyler's Luck" 
and, in addition to the above he also menaced the hero and 
heroine in **Dick Tracy Vs. Crime, Inc.” “King of the Moun- 
ties,” “Mystery of the River Boat,” “Batman,” “King of the 
Forest Rangers,” “The Black Widow,” * The Monster and 
the Аре,” **Dangers of the Canadian Mounted” and “Кадаг 
Patrol Vs. Spy King"' to name a few. Warde was the subject 
of an interview in issue two of Serial World. He died on 
January 8, 1975 at the age of 66. 


ing the days of the silents and became a villain in westerns 
during the thirties. It was only natural that his villainous 
deeds carry over into serials such as ‘‘The Painted Stallion," 
**Zorro's Fighting Legion," ‘‘Deadwood Dick,” “Тһе Green 
Archer," “White Eagle," “The Iron Claw," “Perils of the 
Royal Mounted” and many other later Columbia serials. 
King died on May 7, 1957 at the age of 62. 

Not all of the great serial villains were men. One of the 
most menacing of all was the very attractive Carol Forman 
who appeared as the villainess in four of the better serials 
from the late forties and early fifties, ‘Тһе Black Widow,” 
“Superman,” “Federal Agents Vs. Underworld, Inc." and 
**Blackhawk.'' She also appeared as The Queen of the Moon 
in “Brick Bradford." No other actress ever portrayed the 
villainess in as many serials as did Carol Forman. Nor quite as 
well. 

And a final tip of the hat to some of those action heavies 
such as Bud Geary, Kenne Duncan, Hal Taliaferro and 
George J. Lewis for all of the brawls, chases and gun fights 
they brought to the serial screen.
